RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 14th February, 1955 
No. 21(3)-TB/54. —The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report 
on the Automobile Hand Tyre Inflator Industry on the basis of an 
inquiry under Section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its 
recommendations are as follows: — 

(1) A protective duty of 45 percent od valorem should be levied 
on hand operated tyre inflators and connections and parts 
thereof, adapted for use as accessories of motor vehicles. 
The duty should remain in force till 31st December, 1957. 

(2) A new tariff item for “hand operated tyre inflators with 
connections adapted, for use as accessories of motor 
vehicles” should be introduced in the Indian Customs Tariff 
Schedule. 

(3) Arrangements should be made with the Collectors of 
Customs, and the Director General of Commercial Intelli¬ 
gence and Statistics to record imports of hand tyre in¬ 
flators including pump connections. 

(4) The Indian Standards Institution should consider the 
feasibility of formulating standards for hand tyre inflators 
in consultation with the manufacturers. 

(5) Government should take suitable steps to ensure that im¬ 
porters are not allowed to utilise their licences for hardware 
and iron-mongery for importing automobile hand tyre 
inflators. 

(6) Government should not allow hand tyre inflators to be im¬ 
ported for use as original equipment for motor vehicles. 

(7) The question of manufacture of extruded seamless brass 
tubes by ordnance factories which have a surplus capacity 
for supply to manufacturers of hapd tyre inflators should 
be examined by Government. 

(8) The supply position of spring steel wire 17G should be 
reviewed by Government and, if necesary, imports should 
be liberalised with a view to bringing down its price. 

(9) Manufacturers of hand tyre inflators should in consultation 
with assemblers and manufacturers of automobiles arrange 
to produce the types of utility inflators which are considered 
suitable by the latter for use as original equipment. 

2. Government accept recommendations (1) to (5) and will take 
necessary steps to implement them as far as possible. They have also 
taken note of recommendations (6), (7) and (8) which will be 
examined further. 

3. The attention of the industry is invited to recommendation (9)

REPORT ON AUTOMOBILE HAND TYRE INFLATOR INDUSTRY 

1. In paragraph 12 (e) of its Report on the Automobile Industry- 
(1953), the Tariff Commission stated that the case of each ancillary 

industry which had furnished information, and 
OrJgUiofthe case asked for protection or assistance in various 

forms would have to be examined separately 
before any conclusion could be reached or recommendation made- 
about the eligibility of the industry for protection, the quantum _ of 
protection required and the nature of protection or assistance wMch 
should be given. The Commission carried out cost investigatioi^ 
into certain ancillary industries with a view to examining their 
claims for protection or assistance. The Commission in its letter 
No. TC/ID/E/88 Comp., dated 6th August 1953 to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry stated that it proposed to complete its 
examination of the cases of those ancillary industries in respect of 
which cost investigations had already been carried out and to 
submit reports on their claims to protection or assistance. One of 
these ancillary industries was the Hand tyre inflator industry and 
the inquiry into this industry was accordingly undertaken by the- 
Commission under Section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. 

2. (a) On 16th November 1953, the Commission issued a ques¬ 
tionnaire to the known producers of automobile hand tyre inflators. 

Spkiial questionnaires were issued to Associ- 
Method of Inquiry ations of merchants and manufacturers of 

automobile accessories, consumers and import¬ 
ers of hand tyr§. inflators and producers of raw materials. The Chief 
Industrial Adviser, Ministry of Commerce and Industry (Develop¬ 
ment Wing), Government of India, was requested to furnish a memo¬ 
randum on the present position of the industry and on the desir¬ 
ability of granting protection to it. The Director General of Supplies 
and Disposals, Government of India, was also addressed to furnish, 
information regarding the quality of the indigenous hand tyre in¬ 
flators, availability of the raw materials and the demand for hand 
tyre inflators by Government departments. The State Governments; 
were requested to give their views on the question of granting pro¬ 
tection or assistance to this industry and to furnish information 
regarding its present position in their respective areas. Data regard¬ 
ing c.i.f. prices of the different types of automobile hand tyre in¬ 
flators, and quantity and value of imported hand tyre inflators were 
obtained from Collectors of Customs. The Director General of Com¬ 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics was addressed for information 
regarding the quantity and value of automobile hand tyre inflators; 
imported into the country during the last three years. The Indian 
Standards Institution was requested to furnish information regard¬ 
ing standards, if any, for automobile hand tyre inflators. A list of 
persons or bodies to whom the questionnaires were issued and from 
whom replies or memoranda were received is given in Appendix I. 

(b) On 18th November 1953, the Commission issued a Press Com¬ 
munique requesting Associations and persons desiring to express 
their -views on the question of granting protection or assistance to 
the automobile hand tyre inflator industry to forward their represen¬ 
tations to the Commission for consideration. 
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(c) Mr. W. R. Vorwig, who assisted the Commission in its inquiry 
into the Automobile Industry as an automobile expert, visited the 
factory of Union Company (Accessories) Ltd., Madras, on 6th 
November, 1952. In connection with the present inquiry, Shri C. 
Namasubban, Member, Tariff Commission, visited the factory of 
Union Co. (Accessories) Ltd., Madras, on 16th March 1954, and dis¬ 
cussed with the representatives of the firm the various problems of 
the industry. 

(d) Shri N. Krishnan, Cost Accounts Officer, had visited the 
factory of Union Co. (Accessories) Ltd., Madras, on 18th December, 
1952 in connection with the inquiry into the automobile industry and 
•examined the costs of production of hand tyre infiators manufac¬ 
tured by them. In connection with the present inquiry, Shri A. K. 
Gopalan, Assistant Cost Accounts Officer, visited the same factory 
from 23rd to 26th June 1954, and carried out investigation into the 
costs of production of hand tyre infiators with rubber connections 
produced by the Company. 

(e) A public inquiry was held on 27th August, 1954 at the office of 
the Commission in Bombay. A list of persons who attended the 
inquiry is given in Appendix 11. 


3. Hand tyre infiators are used for automobiles as well as for 
motor cycles and bicycles. The question as to whether the scope 

of the inquiry should include tyre infiators 
:Scope of the Inquiry operated by hand as well as by foot required 
for all kinds of vehicles with pneumatic tyres 
was discussed at the public inquiry and we decided that the scope of 
the inquiry should be confined to hand operated tyre infiators of all 
types adapted for use as accessories of motor vehicles. 

4. (a) The common type of hand tyre infiator is known by the 
trade name “Pump No. 2”. It consists of a barrel of seamless solid 

<» drawn brass tube which has a bottom cup 
•oftte%roduct ” machined and sweated. There is an outlet at 

the side of the cup to take in a screwed solid 
connector hexagonal in shape. The top of the barrel is closed with a 
screwed cap which has a gland for the pump rod. The rod is made 
from free cutting bright steel and at its bottom is fitted a leather 
bucket which acts as a piston to compress and pump air, while at the 
top end of the rod is fitted a wooden handle for operating the pump. 
The rubber connection is of two ply construction 30 inches long and 
I inch thick. A solid connector, hexagonal in shape which is fitted 
to one end of the connection, is screwed to the bottom cup of the 
pump. The other end of the tube is fitted with an universal lever 
connector which can be fitted to the valve head of an automobile 
tube with the lever in one position, and to the valve head of a 
bicycle tube with the lever in the alternative position. 


(b) Barrels of welded or brazed brass or mild steel tubes are 
also used for manufacturing hand tyre infiators. There are vari¬ 
ations in the sizes of the infiators, some of which are 17, 15 or 14 
inches in length. Small sized steel or brass infiators are usually 
made according to the orders of automobile manufacturers who 
-supply them as accessories of motor vehicles sold by them. 

(c) The bulk of the demand by users of automobiles is for 
“Pump No. 2” infiators. These infiators are purchased by owners of

automobiles, cycle rickshaws, carts fitted with pneumatic tyres and 
cycle hiring establishments. 

5. (a) Infiators manufactured from seamless solid drawn brass 
tubes. —^The pump barrel of seamless solid drawn brass tube of 22 
gauge wall thickness and If" in outside diameter is cut to a length 

of 20" and the ends are squared. One end is 
notched while the other end is screwed to take 
up the top cap. The bottom cup is cast from 
brass, trimmed, machined and bored to take up the tube. The top 
cap, also made of brass is cast, trimmed, bored and tapped and 
turned outside and knurled. The pump rod, made from bright free 
cutting steel, f" in diameter is cut to size and screwed at both ends, 
with a leather cup, mild steel cup washer and fiat washer fitted at 
one end and a wooden handle at the other. Two compression springs 
are fitted on the plunger rod, one inside the barrel and the other out¬ 
side. The feet which are made of either aluminium alloy or malle¬ 
able iron are fitted to the bottom cup. The barrel and other compo¬ 
nents are polished and the brass parts lacquered. All the components 
are then assembled and the pump tested for performance. The con¬ 
nections consist of hose with metal fittings at both ends and plated 
brass ferrules crimped at both ends. 

(b) Infiators manufactured from mild steel sheets or brass 
sheets. —These sheets are cut to size, rolled and the joints are either 
brazed or silver soldered, and the tube re-shaped and polished out¬ 
side. The brazing material inside has to be reamed out to make the 
inside bore fully concentric. The bottom cup is also made of mild 
steel or brass, and is either brazed or screwed to the tube. The 
remaining process is more or less similar to that described above in 
the case of brass infiators. 

6. (a) There are at present five units manufacturing automobile 
hand tyre infiators but owing, to paucity of demand their production 

f been intermittent. The present position 

t he*indiwtty ** regarding each of the units is briefly as 

follows:— 


(i) Union Company (Accessories) Ltd., Madras, is a private 
limited company and was registered in November, 1951 
with a paid up capital of Rs. l-S lakhs. Besides hand tyre 
infiators, it is at present manufacturing electric horns for 
motor vehicles, bicycle tyre infiators, bicycle electric 
lighting sets, metal licence holders and mechanical jacks 
for automobiles. It has entered into an agreement with 
Prima Industries Ltd., of Birmingham (U.K.) for the 
manufacture of automobile and bicycle acessories, spare 
parts and tools, for ten years from February 1952 and has 
to pay royalty of 2i% on the net sales of the goods manu¬ 
factured by the Company under the ‘Prima’ patent or 
‘Prima’ guidance. The automobile hand tyre infiators pro¬ 
duced by the Company are being sold all over the country 
through the sales organisations of three motor tyre com¬ 
panies. 

(ii) Ahmedabad Star Engineering Works Ltd., Ahmedabad, 
were registered as a private limited company in April 
1949 with a paid up capif I'l of Rs. 2,07,500 for the manufac- 
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ture of tyre inflators for automobiles. Besides hand tyre 
inflators, they are manufacturing electric horns, reed 
horns, spray pumps, etc. The Company’s products are 
being sold direct to the trade. 

(iii) Hindusthan Industries and Machine Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd., Kashi, is a public limited company and was register¬ 
ed in January, 1947 with a paid up capital of Rs. 1,51,110 
for the manufacture of tyre inflators, tool kits for automo¬ 
biles, jacks and other garage equipment tools. The Com¬ 
pany is supplying its hand tyre inflators to certain auto¬ 
mobile manufacturers for use as original equipment. 

(iv) Associated Engineering Wqrks Ltd., Delhi, were regis¬ 
tered in 1943 as a public limited company with a paid up 
capital of Rs. 35,000 for the manufacture of motor acces¬ 
sories like mechanical jacks, starting handles, wheel 
braces, bulb horns, tyre levers and tyre inflators, both 
hand and foot operated. They commenced production of 
tyre inflators in 1942 and have been selling them through 
a firm of tyre mainufacturers. 

(v) International Engineering Service, Bombay, is a private 
company engaged since 1951 in the manufacture of garage 
tools. It has invested Rs. 25,000 in this industry and pro¬ 
duces hand tyre inflators only against orders received 
from one of the automobile manufacturers for use as 
original equipment. 

(b) The statement on page 5 gives the rated capacity and actual 
production of the above units since 1950. 

(c) We have stated earlier that two of the units supply their in¬ 
flators to the tyre companies who sell them through their dealers. 
Each tyre company affixes its own name to the inflators sold by it 
and the arrangement with the manufacturing company is that no in- 
flator marked with the name of a tyre company may be sold except 
through that company. Inflators not so marked may be sold to con¬ 
sumers through other channels. The number of inflators distributed 
by the tyre companies through their dealers since 1951 is shown 
below:—

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At the public inquiry, we were informed by the representatives of 
tyre companies that larger sales in 1951 were due to the existence of 
a pent up demand, that considerable effort had to be made to main¬ 
tain sales in 1952 and 1953 and that as most of the dealers had large 
stocks of unsold inflators there was little demand for them at present. 
We understand that the tyre companies have placed no fresh orders 
with the manufacturers of hand tyre inflators since the beginning of 
1954 as they consider that the stocks with them are sufficient to last, 
till the end of the year. 

7. (a) The demand for hand tyijp inflators is composed of 

Domestic demand 

(i) demand for use as original equipment for automobiles; 

(ii) demand for replacement purposes for automobiles; 

(iii) demand for cycle rickshaws, carts fitted with pneumatio 
tyres, cycle hiring establishments, etc. 

(i) The position regarding the demand for hand tyre inflators for 
use as original equipment for motor vehicles is as follows: — 

According to the information furnished to us, only two assemblers^ 
and manufacturers of automobiles were supplying hand tyre inflators- 
for use as original equipment till last year, while a third manufac¬ 
turer has started doing so this year. The inflators were not, however, 
of standard size and quality; some were made of steel and others of 
brass; some were manufactured from seamless brass tubes ^while 
others were made from welded tubes; and in both cases the* sizes, 
varied from 14" to 17" in length. The reason for these variations 
was that the allowance given by foreign manufacturers of automo¬ 
biles for deletion of hand tyre inflators from c.k.d. packs ranged 
from about Rs. 3 to Rs. 7-6-0 per inflator, and therefore, the prices 
paid for indigenous inflators had to be kept down as much as. 
possible. According to the information received by us the total 
number of inflators which were supplied a 3 part of original equip¬ 
ment during the period 1951 to 1954 was as follows: —

It appears from these figures that the practice of supplying hand 
tyre inflators for use as original equipment is growing. This would* 
however seem to be confined largely to passenger vehicles and not to- 
trucks, vans and buses. We estimate the current demand for hand 
tyre inflators for use as original equipment at about 5,000 and are of 
the view that there is a possibility that the demand will increase by 
5,000 during the next three years. 

(ii) A hand tyre inflator is a very slow moving item among 
automobile accessories. Replacement depends largely on. the extent, 
to which an inflator is used. In towns hand tyre inflators are not 
generally required as there are facilities for inflating tyres by air 
compression units installed at petrol pumps. Inflators are however 
required for frequent use by owners of motor vehicles who either 
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live in the countryside or have to travel in interior parts of districts.. 
The question of replacement demand for hand tyre inflators was dis¬ 
cussed at the public inquiry. We were informed that whether or not 
an inflator is supplied for use as original equipment the owner of a 
motor vehicle especially in non-urban areas, generally keeps an in¬ 
flator for use as a stand-by. The inflator supplied for use as original 
equipment is often required to be replaced within a short time as it 
is generally a cheap utility product. Taking all these factors into 
account, it was agreed at the public inquiry that the replacement 
demand for hand tyre inflators might be placed at 25,000 per annum. 

(iii) It was also agreed at the public inquiry that the demand for 
inflators for miscellaneous uses would be about 5,000 per annum. ■' 

(b) Thus, in the light of the evidence received by us, we estimate 
the total demand for hand tyre inflators in the country under present 
conditions at about 35,000, made up as follows:—5,000 for original 
equipment; 25,000 for replacement; and 5,000 for miscellaneous uses. 
The demand may increase to 40,000 during the next three years pro¬ 
vided other automobile manufacturers adopt the practice of supply¬ 
ing hand tyre inflators for use as original equipment and this item 
is deleted from c.k.d. packs. 

(c) From the evidence placed before us we estimate the current 
'demand for connections at about 90,000. It may increase to 120,000 
during the next three years. 

(d) Two of the representatives of assemblers of automobiles who- 
were present at the public inquiry expressed the opinion that unless 
manufacturers of inflators were prepared to supply utility inflators. 
at a low price, the off-take by assemblers and manufacturers of auto¬ 
mobiles for use as original equipment could not be assured. We 
recommend that the manufacturers of inflators should arrange in 
consultation with the assemblers and manufacturers of automobiles 
to produce types of inflators considered suitable by the latter for use 
as original equipment. We further recommend that Government, 
should not allow hand tyre inflators to be imported for use as 
original equipment for motor vehicles. 

8. (a) The principal raw materials required for the manufacture 
of automobile hand tyre inflators including pump connections are 
as follows: — 

Raw materials. 

(1) Brass ingots or scrap, 

(2) Aluminium scrap, 

(3) Spring steel wire, 

(4) Bright free cutting mild steel rods i" diameter and i" 
diameter, 

(5) Mild steel black sheets, 

(6) Solid drawn seamless brass tubes 22 S.W.G., If" diameter 
and 20" long, 

(7) Brass sheets, 

(8) Double tanned leather washer-cup, 

(9) Wooden handles, 
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■<(10) Rivets, 

■<11) Inflation rubber tubing, three ply, 

(12) Mazak alloy ingots, 

(13) Aluminium strips, 

(14) Mild steel fulcrum pins, 

(15) Rubber ferrule, 

(16) Cowhide for ring washer. 

(b) All the above raw materials except spring steel wire, bright 
free cutting mild steel rods and solid drawn seamless brass tubes are 
Bvailable within the country. The position regarding the three 
imported materials is as follows:— 

(i) Spring steel wire 17G is imported from the United King¬ 
dom and is assessed under item No. 63(32) of the Indian 
Customs Tariff Schedule. Some of the manufacturers 
obtain the wire direct from the U.K. at a landed cost of 
about Re. 1 per lb. We were informed at the public in¬ 
quiry that when their stocks sometimes get exhausted, 
manufacturers of hand tyre inflators had to buy the wire 
from the market and to pay as much as Rs. 6 per lb. We 
recommend that the supply position of spring steel wire 
should be reviewed by Government and if necessary, 
imports should be liberalised with a view to bringing 
down its price. 

(ii) Bright free cutting mild steel rods of and i" diameter 
are also imported and are assessed to a duty of 31i per 
cent, ad valorem under item No. 63 (28) - of the Indian 
Customs Tariff Schedule. We understand from the pro¬ 
ducers of tyre inflators that bright free cuting mild steel 
rods are not produced in the country. 

<iii) Solid drawn seamless brass tubes 22 SWG, If" diameter 
and 20" long are imported and are assessed to a protective 
duty of 31i per cent, ad valorem under item No. 70 of the 
Indian Customs Tariff Schedule. Efforts made by pro¬ 
ducers of tyre inflators to locate indigenous manufac¬ 
turers of tubes have not been fruitful. Early this year 
Union Co. (Accessories) Ltd., had placed a trial order 
with National Pipes and Tubes Co. Ltd., Calcutta, for solid 
drawn seamless brass tubes but on delivery they were 
found to be unsuitable owing to lack of uniformity in 
sizes. The price paid per tube, viz., Rs. 2-13-1 was also 
appreciably higher than the price of Rs. 2-7-6 for an 
imported tube. We understand that the Ordnance Fac¬ 
tory at Katni has the necessary facilities for manufactur¬ 
ing extruded brass tubes but we were informed at the 
public inquiry by the representative of Union Co. (Acces¬ 
sories) Ltd., that the Company had addressed the 
Ordnance Factory about three months ago, but had not 
received any reply so far. We recommend that the ques¬ 
tion of manufacture of extruded seamless brass tubes by 
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ordnance factories which have a surplus capacity for 
supply to manufacturers of hand tyre inflators should be 
examined by Government. 

(iv) The manufacturers of hand tyre inflators have asked for 
exemption from duty on bright free cutting mild steel 
rods and solid drawn seamless brass tubes. Since the 
incidence of the import duty on these materials works 
out to less than 5 per cent, of the fair ex-works price of 
indigenous hand tyre inflators, and there may be consider¬ 
able administrative difficulties in granting this concession 
we are unable to support the request made by the manu¬ 
facturers. We have however taken the import duty on 
these materials into account in determining the quantum 
of protection. 

9. (a) The opinions received by us from the consumers show 
that the quality of hand tyre inflators produced in India is generally 

satisfactory. Domestic production comprises 
'Quality of the indl- different types and sizes, some made of brass, 
genous product some of steel, some of seamless drawn tubes 

and others of welded tubes, but each type and 
size caters to a market of its own and has been 
found satisfactory. There is a consensus of opinion that the domestic 
type of inflator which is comparable to the foreign product is that 
manufactured from seamless brass tubes which offers no resistance 
to the movement of the washer unlike the one made from welded 
tubes, which generates heat during operation and therefore shortens 
the life of both the tube and the washer, and also has a tendency to 
■split open at the joint. The inflator of seamless tube which is 
marketed under the trade name “Pump No. 2” referred to in para- 
^aph 4(a) above, is manufactured according to British Standard 
Specifications and is considered to be a quality product with com¬ 
paratively longer life than that of other types. This product has 
been tested, used and found to be quite satisfactory by the 
Director-General of Supplies and Disposals, the Ministry of Defence 
and certain State Government Departments, Transport Services, 
Automobile Trade Associations and tyre companies, who were 
iormerly importing foreign inflators have given up doing so as they 
are satisfied with the quality of the indigenous tyre inflators. 

(b) We understand that no standards have been laid down by 
the Indian Standards Institution for hand tyre inflators. We suggest 
that the Indian Standards Institution should consider the feasibility 
•of formulating standards for hand tyre inflators in consultation with 
the manufacturers. 

10. (a) Until January, 1954, automobile hand tyre inflators were 
not treated as a separate item for the purpose of import control. 
During the half year January-June, 1954, licences 

for the import of specified motor vehicle parts 
Import control policy were granted on the basis of a joint quota for 
and imports all such parts. Motor vehicle parts for which 

the licences granted on the basis of joint quota 
were not valid, were grouped into two lists, List I and List III. List 
I contained items for which licences issued for motor vehicle parts 
on the basis of joint quota were not valid, and List II contained

items for which licences were to be granted on the quota based om 
imports of individual items. List II contained items for which not- 
more than three per cent, of the licences issued for motor vehicle- 
parts on the basis of joint quota could be utilised. Automobile hand 
tyre inflators were included in List II. The import control policy for- 
July-December, 1954, in respect of automobile hand tyre inflators is 
the same as for January-June 1954. A detailed statement of the 
import control policy for the period July-December 1954, in respect 
of motor vehicle parts is given in Appendix III. We were informed 
at the public inquiry by the representative of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment, Bombay, that while licences for tyre inflators issued to dealers, 
of automobile parts were dealt with under items Nos. 293, 295 and 
297 of the Indian Customs Tariff Schedule, importers of hardware 
and ironmongery were permitted to import hand tyre inflators under- 
item No. 275(a) of Part IV of the “Import Trade Control Policy”.. 
This item specifically excludes articles which are otherwise specified 
in the schedule. As hand tyre inflators have been specifically in¬ 
cluded in items Nos. 293, 295 and 297 (for which a special licensing 
policy has been laid down), it is difficult to understand how imports 
of this product could be allowed under item No. 275 (a). We recom¬ 
mend that Government should take suitable steps to ensure that 
importers are not allowed to utilise their licences for hardware and. 
ironmongery for importing automobile hand tyre inflators. 


(b) Imports .—In the Accounts relating to the Foreign Trade and 
Navigation of India, statistics of imports of hand tyre inflators are- 
not recorded separately. No information is, therefore, available 
regarding the number or value of automobile hand tyre inflators- 
imported into the country. It is understood, however, that tyre in¬ 
flators were imported mostly from the U.K. and Germany in fairly 
large quantities during the recent past. We think that in future- 
imports of hand tyre inflators with connections adapted for use as 
accessories of motor vehicles should be recorded separately and 
suggest that arrangements should be made .with the Collectors of 
Customs and the Director General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics to record such imports. 


11. Automobile hand tyre inflators are assessed to import duty 
under item No. 71 of the First Schedule to the Indian Customs Tariff 
. (39th issue) which covers hardware, iron- 

mongery and tools, all sorts not otherwise 
specified, including incandescent mantles but 
excluding machine tools and agricultural implements and are- 
subject to a revenue duty of 31i per cent, ad valorem. 


12. We have not been able to obtain satisfactory data about the- 
c.i.f. prices of hand tyre inflators from any of the importing firms. 

Most of the quotations supplied to us related 
to the year 1951 and were therefore of no use. 
We have obtained from Dunlop Rubber Co. 
(India) Ltd., and India Tyre and Rubber Co. 
(India) Ltd., the landed costs of inflators 
marketed by their U.K. principals, based on 
their latest list prices. These prices relate to brass inflators similar

^timating the fair ex-works price for the future are explained 
below;— 

Actual production during the period from April to September 
1953, of hand tyre tnflators was 19,250 and of connections 40,123. We 
have, however, assumed a production of 20,000 inflators and 60,000 
connections per annum for the future as we consider that in view of 
the estimated domestic demand of 35,000 hand tyre inflators and 
90,000 connections per annum, and the manufacture of these pro¬ 
ducts by 5 known units, Union Company (Accessories) Ltd., will not 
able to sell more than 20,000 inflators and 60,000 connections in a 
year. Costs of materials have been assumed to be the same as in 
1953. Conversion charges have been worked out after taking into 
account the production of inflators and connections assumed by us. 
Interest on working capital has been allowed at 4i per cent, on 4 
months’ cost of production.

15. (a) It will be seen from the above statement that a duty of 
42-24 per cent, ad valorem is required to equate the fair ex-works 
Proposed measure price of an indigenous hand tyre inflator with 
of protection connection, with the landed cost of the corres¬ 

ponding imported product. The industry has already made consider¬ 
able progress in the manufacture of hand tyre inflators 
and the quality of the indigenous product has been 
found to be satisfactory. The existing rate of duty, however, is 
not adequate to enable the domestic industry to meet competition 
from foreign products. As this industry supplies an important 
accessory for motor vehicles, we consider that it is necessary to give 
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adequate protection to it so that it will be able to consolidate ite 
position and to expand its production so as to reduce its costs. There 
is sufficient internal competition in the coxmtry to ensure that the 
benefit of reduction in costs will be passed on to the consumers. 
After making allowance for freight disadvantage and contingencies, 
an import duty of 45 per cent, ad valorem would, In our opinion be 
adequate for the protection of the domestic industry. We, therefore, 
reconunend that a protective duty of 45 per cent, ad valorem should 
be levied on hand operated tyre inflators and connections and parts 
thereof and the protective duty should remain in force till 31st 
December, 1957.

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APPENDIX XXVI 


Subject: —Licensing of Motor Vehicle Parts falling under Nos. 293, 295 and 
297 of Part IV for the period July-December 1954. 

Licences for motor-vehicle parts falling under S. Nos. 293, 295 eind 297 of 
Part IV* will be granted to established importers on the basis of a joint quota 
of past imports of all the articles falling under these S. Nos. 

2. The quota for July-Dee. 1954 will be 100 per cent, each of half of best 
year’s imports from the dollar area and the soft currency area. Though 
separate quotas have been given for items in List III, the consolidated Quota 
Certificates issued to established importers for motor vehicle parts will not 
be disturbed. 

3. Those owning a fleet of 25 vehicles or above will be granted licences for 
parts on the basis of Rs. 600 per petrol vehicle and Rs. 1,000 per diesel vehicle. 

4. Recognised assemblers will also be allowed licences on ad hoc basis. 
They should make their applications to the Chief Controller of Imports, New 
Delhi. 

5. Firms who have imported complete Motor Cycles or Scooters in the past 
can be granted licences for Motor Cycle parts on the basis of a quota of 10 
per cent, of half of best year’s imports of complete Motor Cycles and Scooters, 
if they have no quota or a smaller quota for motor cycle parts. 

6. It has been decided to continue to grant licences for Motor VeWcle parts 
to persons who have been dealing in spare parts of motor vehicles in the past 
and were obtaining their supplies through assemblers and other established 
importers provided they are prepared to invest a substantial sum for import¬ 
ing automobile parts during July-December 1954. Such persons in addition 
to producing the documents for turn-over prescribed for new-comers should 
also produce a Bank Certificate to indicate their capacity to invest in the 
trade in the half year. 

7. Newcomers who obtained licences for Motor Vehicle parts for January- 
June 1954 will be given licences for an equal amount for July-December 1954 
period on the production of the Exchange Control Copy of the licences issued 
for January-June 1954. The fresh newcomers who did not apply for a licence 
during January-June 1954 period may submit applications for July-Decem¬ 
ber, 1954 in accordance with the procedure set out in Appendix I**. 

8. Licences for Motor Vehicle pauts panted on the basis indicated in the 
preceding paragraphs will not be valid for the import of the items specified 
in List I, and List III; and not more than 3 per cent, of the face value of the 
licences can be utilised for the import of items specified in List II. 

9. Upto 75 per cent, of the face value of the licences for Motor Vehicle 
parts granted on the basis indicated in the previous paragraphs can be 
utilised for the import of ball bearings not specified in Appendix XIV to this 
Bookt. 

10. Separate licences for each of the items in List III will be granted on a 
quota based on imports of the respective items from the relevant currency 
areas. These licences will not be valid for the import of any spare parts of 
motor vehicles other than those mentioned in the licences.
